Tuesday’s event was a pro¬ 
logue, or time trial, with rid¬ 
ers leaving the square on a 
7.3-kilometre course through 
downtown every minute. Tile 
finishes during the trial help 
determine starting positions 
for the rest of the six-day race. 

Thousands packed the route 
to watch the cyclists zip by. 
Bradbury said she hopes more 


people come out in future 
years so the event continues. 

“I would love to see a lot 
more people because then they 
would realize how special it is,” 
she said. 

David Hill doesn’t get out 
on the road himself, but he 
regularly watches major races. 

“Like most people, I watch 
the Tour de France eveiy year 
and watched the Giro D’ltalia, 
last year when Ryder (Hesjedal) 
won it,” he said. 

Hill said he was looking 
forward to seeing some of the 
star cyclists like Hesjedal, and 
former Tour de France winner 
Cadel Evans. 

“I have only ever watched it 
on TV before, so it will be inter¬ 
esting to see what it’s like live,” 
he said.

Students 
face space 
issues 


On Tuesday morning, Mike 
Lanteigne’s daughter started 
her first day of Grade 2 at 
Esther Starlonan School. 

While his daughter’s class 
has 25 students in it, her peers 
in Grades 4 through 7 have 
more than 30 students in their 
class, according to Lanteigne, 
the chair of the school’s par¬ 
ent council. 

As students across the city 
returned to classes, the Ed¬ 
monton Public School District 
issued a statement stating 
many schools are experien¬ 
cing increased enrolments 
and space challenges. 

Some public school board 
students found themselves 
attending class on Tuesday 
in typical non-instructional 
spaces such as staff rooms, 
libraries, meeting rooms and 
lunchroom areas. 

“Schools are veiy innovate 
in creating learning spaces 
for students,” said Darrel 
Robertson, superintendent of 
schools, in a media release. 

At both public schools and 
Edmonton Catholic schools, 
class sizes range from school 
to school and are determined 
by principals, while keeping 
in mind provincial guidelines. 

A government spokes¬ 
person said provincial 
guidelines place class sizes 
at 17 for students in kinder¬ 
garten through Grade 3, 23 for 
students in Grades 4 to 6, 25 
for students in Grades 7 to 9 
and 27 for students in Grades 
10 to 12. 

Jane Sterling, spokesperson 
for the Edmonton Public 
School District, said the first 
day of school is premature 
to react to class sizes as they 
could change between now 
and the end of the month.

Edmonton gets direct 
access to Iceland 


Icelandair. Airline’s 
offering should cut 
travel time to Europe

Edmontonians will be zipping 
to Iceland and beyond, after a 
new direct flight to the coun¬ 
try was announced Tuesday. 

Icelandair will begin direct 
flights four days a week start¬ 
ing in March from Reykjavik 
to Edmonton. 

“We believe Edmonton is 
going to be a great market for 


us, both for the outbound traf¬ 
fic and the inbound traffic,” 
said Helig Mar Bjorvinsson, 
the airline’s vice-president of 
sales and marketing. 

He said while people 
should definitely come visit 
Iceland, the airline offers a big 
advantage for people travel¬ 
ling to Europe. 

“You are going to save a 
lot of time going through Ice¬ 
land,” he said. 

Alberta’s Tourism Minister 
Richard Starke said the an¬ 
nouncement is great news for 
the province. 

“Air access has always been 
identified as one of the crucial 
issues we need to build the 


tourism industiy,” said Stark 
“That is a whole new sort of 
marketplace of sort of tourist 
customers who can see what 
we have to offer.” 

Mayor Stephen Mandel 
also welcomed the news. He 
said while he and his wife, 
Lynn, look forward to visiting 
Iceland, as he enters retire¬ 
ment, he’s more excited about 
the ease with which he will be 
able to travel to Europe. 

“The speed with which 
you can get to Europe is even 
better. I think it opens up all 
kinds of opportunities to use 
this service,” he said. “Lynn 
and I are all set; our travel 
plans are ready to go.”

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Bissell Centre. Fire shuts 
down thrift store 


An Edmonton second-hand 
store could be closed for sev¬ 
eral months after a fire broke 
out on Monday in the sorting 
area in the back of the Bissell 
Centre’s Thrift Shoppe. 

In addition to not be¬ 
ing able to help the 5,500 
to 6,000 low-income people 
who buy clothing and house¬ 
hold items at the store eveiy 
month, CEO Mark Holmgren 
estimates it will lose $70,000 
in revenue per month and 
staff may have to be laid off. 

No one was in the build¬ 
ing when the fire broke out 
between 6:15 and 7 p.m. 

In a statement on the cen¬ 
tre’s website, Holmgren says 
the fire department’s initial 
rough estimate is $350,000 in 
damages, including the cost 
of stock damaged by smoke. 

While Holmgren said he

Downtown revitalization. 

Current council to decide 
arena levy, mayor says 


Edmonton’s existing city 
council, not its next one, will 
host public hearings on the 
proposed community revital¬ 
ization levy for the downtown 
arena. 

A public hearing on the levy, 
which would use an expected 
increase in property taxes to 
fund the arena and a host of 
other downtown projects, is 
scheduled for Sept. 16. 

Mayor Stephen Mandel said 
the arena has been driven by 
this council and it only makes 
sense to have them finish the 


process. 

“This council is the one that 
made all the decisions. This is 
the council that has the legitim¬ 
acy to make that decision and 
we should make it,” he said. 

Gaiy Klassen, general man¬ 
ager of sustainable develop¬ 
ment, said the levy is about 
paying for what the city has 
already committed to. 

“We already have the ap¬ 
proval for the capital on the 
arena, and this is just the fol¬ 
low-up,” he said.

As cyclists zipped by fans dur¬ 
ing Tuesday night’s Tour of Al¬ 
berta, organizers were hoping 
spectators were keeping a close 
eye on each other as well as the 
riders. 


Signs urging people to re¬ 
port suspicious behaviour were 
up around the finishing area in 
Churchill Square, as organizers 
took a lesson from this year’s 
attacks at the Boston Mara¬ 
thon. During those attacks, two 
men placed bags near the fin¬ 
ish line containing homemade 
bombs that killed three people 
and injured hundreds. 

Tour of Alberta organizer 
Duane Vienneau said anyone 
who organizes large events 
would have drawn lessons 
from the attack, and Tour of¬ 
ficials were no different. “I can 
guarantee you eveiy venue

manager, eveiy event manager, 
eveiy building manager took 
out their response plan and 
looked at it and made sure it 
was accurate.” 

He said the Tour signs, with 


the slogan “If you see some¬ 
thing, say something,” came 
from California. 

“The Tour of California first 
came out with that, because 
their event was right after the 
Boston Marathon,” Vienneau 
said. 

Edmonton police would not 
talk about their security meas¬ 
ures for the Tour of Alberta. In 
an email, spokesperson Clair 
Seyler said the signs were not 
their idea, but police were gen¬ 
erally keeping a close eye on 
the event. “Our role is main¬ 
tain a safe environment for all 
involved,” she said.

Dozens of search and rescue 
members on Washington 
state’s Mount Rainier were 
deployed to rescue three Can¬ 
adian climbers who fell into a 
crevasse. 

Two of the three men who 
tumbled — one from Surrey, 
B.C., and the other from Ed¬ 
monton — are in hospital in 
serious condition. 

The climbers fell early Sun¬ 
day morning into a crevasse on 
Emmons Glacier at about the 
3,500-metre level on the 4,400 
metre active volcano, said a 
news release from the U.S. Na¬ 
tional Park Service. 

The men were on their way

When Jennifer Chesney begins 
Dino 101: Dinosaur Paleobiol¬ 
ogy on Wednesday, she’ll have 
her seven-year-old son in her 
lap following along. 

The pair will be joined by 
more than 15,000 students 
from around the world, who 
have signed up for the Univer¬ 
sity of Alberta’s first massive,

open online course, known as 
aMOOC. 

“He adores dinosaurs. Sure 
the course material will prob¬ 
ably be way over his head — it 
is focused for university level 
education — he’s going to 
enjoy so many of the images,” 
said Chesney, associate vice- 
president, university digital 
strategy at the U of A. 

The course is taught by 
world famous paleontologist 
Philip Currie and is open to 
anyone, from anywhere, for 
free. 

But, in a first for a Canadian 
university, more than 300 stu¬ 
dents will be taking the MOOC 
for credit. 

People from around the 
world, including quite a few 
from Canada, the United States, 
Brazil, India and Central and 
South America are registered 
for the class, said Chesney. 

Once the course begins, the 
more than 15,000 students who 
are not taking Dino 101 for 
credit can power through all 20 
hours of detailed instruction as 
fast, or as slow, as they want.

Metro in Regina 


Lee Bonneau should have 
begun Grade 2 on Tuesday 
— but instead, it was a day 
when information about the 
six-year-old’s grisly death, 
allegedly at the hands of an¬ 
other child, was released by 
police. 

At a news conference in 
Regina, Sgt. Larry Brost, act¬ 
ing officer in charge of an 
RCMP major-crimes unit, 
confirmed that if the suspect 
had not been under the age 
of 12 — the age needed to 
face the legal system under 
the federal Youth Criminal 
Justice Act — he would have 
been charged with murder 
in the tragedy at a Saskatch¬ 
ewan First Nation. 

“There is no other person 
at this point in time in the 
investigation that could be 
responsible, other than this 


child,” Brost told reporters at 
RCMP divisional headquar¬ 
ters. 

The boy — whose age has 
not been made public due to 
privacy legislation — is in 
the custody of the Ministry 
of Social Services and is be¬ 
ing held at an out-of-home 
facility equipped with 24- 
hour supervision. 

He is deemed “in need 
of protection,” according to 
Social Services, while med¬ 
ical and other professionals 
determine the kind of treat¬ 
ment and supervision he will 
require. 

Lee died on Aug. 21 at 
southeast Saskatchewan’s 
Kahlcewistahaw First Nation 
from head trauma caused 
by a weapon — not a gun or 
knife, police confirmed, but 
a weapon “of opportunity.” 

Lee had last been seen 
walking with the other boy 
after he went missing from 
a community centre, where 
his caregiver was playing 
bingo. 

Lee, whose funeral was 
held on Friday, was a ward 
of a foster home just outside 
the reserve near Broadview. 

The two boys did not 
know each other. 


SIU probe. Elderly woman 
falls, fractures hip after 
being Tasered by police 


Ontario’s police watchdog is 
investigating an incident in 
which they say an 80-year- 
old woman fell and suffered 
a fractured hip after she was 
struck by police with a Taser. 

Special Investigations Unit 
spokeswoman Monica Hudon 
said three Peel Region offi¬ 
cers approached the woman 
around 3:30 a.m. last Wednes¬ 
day as she was walking along 
a road in Mississauga. 

Hudon said officers spoke 
with the woman until “at 
some point” an officer fired 
his Taser. 

Hudon said the elderly 
woman fell to the ground and 
was rushed to Credit Valley 
Hospital for treatment. 

The incident occurred one 
day after the province an¬ 
nounced it would permit all 
front-line police officers to 
carry stun guns. 

The use of force by police 
in Ontario has come under 
scrutiny after Sammy Yatim, 
18, was shot multiple times 
and Tasered by police during 
a confrontation on an empty

Services, have said they 
plan to train and equip 
their officers with stun 
guns, in addition to the 
sidearm, extendable baton 
and pepper spray that they 
currently carry. 


streetcar. 

Videos of the incident 
prompted hundreds of people 
to take to the streets. 

Another high-profile case 
that brought the police’s use 
of Tasers under public scru¬ 
tiny was the 2007 death of a 
Polish immigrant at Vancou¬ 
ver’s airport. 

Robert Dzielcanslci died 
after being stunned with a 
Taser by RCMP officers. A 
public inquiry found that the 
officers were not justified in 
using the Taser.

Grizzlies in crosshairs. 
The B.C. government 
refuses to recognize 
First Nations tribal ban

Trophy hunting of grizzly 
bears on B.C.’s central coast 
continues while First Nations 
struggle to enforce a year-old 
tribal law banning hunters 
from killing the animals for 
sport, Metro has learned. 

A source asking to remain 
anonymous provided Metro 
with photographic evidence of 
a hunter showing off the sev¬ 
ered head and paws of a grizzly 
bear after a spring hunting trip 
last May in the Kwatna River 
estuary. 

“They are photos that were 
taken by one of my field tech¬ 
nicians this spring,” confirmed 
Jessie Housty, an elected Heil¬ 
tsuk tribal councillor and 
member of the Coastal First 
Nations Bear Working Group, a 


program whose staff have been 
patrolling and erecting signs in 
areas of high hunting activity. 

“Our technician was invited 
onto the hunter’s boat and had 
a conversation with him. The 
man in the photo identified 
himself ... as being Clayton 
Stoner.” 

A Minnesota Wild spokes¬ 
man confirmed Tuesday after¬ 
noon the man in the photo 
was Stoner, a 28-year-old de¬ 
fenceman originally from Port 
McNeill, B.C. 

“I grew up hunting and 
fishing in British Columbia 
and continue to enjoy spend¬ 
ing time with my family out¬ 
doors,” Stoner wrote in an 
email. 

“I applied for and received 
a grizzly-bear hunting licence

through a British Columbia 
limited-entry lottery last win¬ 
ter and shot a grizzly bear with 
my licence while hunting with 
my father, uncle and a friend 
in May. I love to hunt and fish 
and will continue to do so.” 

Stoner is not the first NHL 
player to attract criticism. Last 
year, Canucks winger David 
Booth tweeted a photo of a 
black bear he had killed on a 
hunting trip in Alberta, saying: 
“Just killed a Chara sized bruin! 
7ft black bear - 21in skull.” 

The tweet proved contro¬ 
versial because Booth had used 
a technique called bear baiting, 
which is allowed in Alberta but 
illegal in B.C. 

The fall bear-hunting sea¬ 
son now opening across B.C. 
(the activity is regulated by the 


provincial government) and 
Housty said it remains difficult 
to enforce the tribal ban, since 
the province doesn’t recognize 
its authority. 

She argues hunting for 
sport is also a threat to the sus¬ 
tainable economic opportun¬ 
ities, including eco-tourism, 
that First Nations groups have 
been exploring. 

“Bears are worth far more 
alive than they are dead.” 

A spokesman for the B.C. 
Minister of Forests, Lands and 
Natural Resource Operations 
said there were at least 15,000 
grizzlies living in the province. 

Officials have released 
3,786 limited authorizations 
allowing hunters to shoot and 
kill bears during this year’s 
spring and fall seasons.

Key Senate Demo¬ 
crats and Republicans agreed to 
back legislation ruling out the 
use of U.S. ground troops in any 
militaiy response to a suspect¬ 
ed chemical weapons attack.

Ohio corrections officials 
say Ariel Castro, who held 
three women captive in his 
home for nearly a decade, 
has committed suicide at a 
state prison facility. 

Spokeswoman JoEllen 
Smith says 53-year-old Cas¬ 
tro was found hanging in 
his cell around 9:20 p.m. 
Tuesday at the Correctional 
Reception Center in Ori¬ 
ent, Ohio. Prison medical 
staff performed CPR before 
Castro was transported to a 
hospital, where he was pro¬ 
nounced dead. 

The three women dis¬ 
appeared separately be¬ 
tween 2002 and 2004, when 
they were 14, 16 and 20 
years old. They escaped May 
6, when one of the women 
broke part of a door and 
yelled to neighbours for 
help. Castro was arrested 
that evening.

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German prosecutor 
pursuing charges against 
accused Nazi guards 


Auschwitz. Legal 
officials in race against 
time to bring elderly 
suspects to trial 


The German special prosecu¬ 
tors’ office that investigates 
Nazi war crimes said Tuesday 
it is recommending charges 
against dozens of alleged for¬ 
mer Auschwitz guards, open¬ 
ing the possibility of a new 
wave of trials almost 70 years 
after the end of the Second 
World War. 

Federal prosecutor Kurt 
Schrimm, the head of the of¬ 
fice in Ludwigsburg, said an 
investigation of 49 suspects 
turned up enough evidence to 
recommend that state pros¬ 
ecutors pursue charges of ac- 
cessoiy to murder against 30 
people in Germany who were 
stationed at the death camp 
in Nazi-occupied Poland. 

Another seven suspects 
who live outside the countiy 
are still being investigated, 
two could not be found, and 



one further case has already 
gone to prosecutors, he said. 

The names and home¬ 
towns of the suspects were 
not released. Schrimm said 
the oldest suspect was born 
in 1916 and the youngest in 
1926, meaning they could 
range in age from 86 to 97. 

The cases are being sent to 
state prosecutors’ offices in 11 
of Germany’s 16 states. It will 
be up to them to determine 
whether the suspects are fit 
to stand trial and whether to 
bring official charges. 

Schrimm cautioned the 
health of the suspects would 
make bringing them to trial

tween Tokyo, Istanbul and 
Madrid as the host of the 
2020 Olympics. 

The Fukushima 
Dai-ichi plant has been 
leaking hundreds of 
tonnes of contaminated 
underground water into 
the sea since shortly after 
the 2011 earthquake and 
tsunami damaged the 
complex.

The $7.2-billion US deal 
marks a major step in the com¬ 
pany’s push to transform itself 
from a software maker focused 
on desktop and laptop comput¬ 
ers into a more versatile and 
nimble company that delivers 
services on any kind of Inter¬ 
net-connected gadget. 

Microsoft has been racing to 
catch up with customers who

We’ll have to wait until 
next year to see him behind 
the wheel as Dominic Tor- 
etto in the new Fast and Furi¬ 
ous movie, but this weekend 


he returns to theatres as Ri¬ 
chard B. Riddick, anti-hero 
of the Pitch Black series of 
films and video games. 

In Riddick, his fourth 
outing as the mercenary- 
turned-enforcer, he has been 
double-crossed and left for 
dead. 

His battles with predatory 
aliens has honed his skills, 
his thirst for revenge and his 
desire to return to his home 
planet of Furya. 

Diesel loves playing Ridd¬ 
ick. “I know it sounds corny 
but I feel like I learn about 
myself when I play that char¬ 
acter,” he says. 

But he’s also created some 
other memorable characters. 

Critics and audiences first 
took notice of Diesel as Pri¬ 
vate Caparzo in Saving Pri¬ 
vate Ryan. He says winning 
the role was “like one of 
those Hollywood fairy tales 


that you never believed.” 

Director Steven Spielberg 
saw Multi-Facial, an liber low 
budget short film directed by 
and starring Diesel. 

The ET director was so 
taken with the young actor’s 
performance that he had 
a role specially written for 
him. The result was an effect¬ 
ive performance that mixed 
physicality with poignancy. 

Diesel lent his distinct¬ 
ive gravelly voice to the title 
character in the animated 
film The Iron Giant. 

Directed by Brad Bird, the 
story of a lonely boy who 
discovers a 50-foot, metal¬ 
eating robot who fell from 
space, failed at the box office 
but has a 97 per cent Rotten 
Tomatoes rating. 

His searing portrayal of 
streetwise stockbroker Chris 
Variclc in the 2000 stock¬ 
broker drama Boiler Room 


garnered him considerable 
critical praise. 

Roger Ebert wrote, 
“Diesel is interesting. Some¬ 
thing will come of him,” and 
New York Times critic A.O. 
Scott said the actor, “may be 
the sexiest ugly man in mov¬ 
ies since Anthony Quinn.” 

Knoclcaround Guys is a 
coming-of-age story with a 
gangland twist. 

The four sons (Vin Diesel, 
Seth Green, Bariy Pep¬ 
per, and Andrew Davoli) of 
Brooklyn mobsters band 
together to reclaim a quarter 
of a million dollars lost in a 
small town run by a crooked 
sheriff (Tom Noonan). 

Diesel oozes charisma in a 
so-so film, tossing off tough 
guy lines like, “That’s about 
the only thing you can count 
on in this life, there’s nobody 
that wouldn’t hurt you ... if it 
helped them,” with ease. 


Do you worry about do¬ 
ing what you’re already 
known for when looking 
for parts? 

I think people spend 
too much time tiying to 
understand this business 
when you can’t under¬ 
stand it. I don’t think 
there’s any real right way 
or wrong way to do this. 
Truthfully, I feel blessed 
that people want me to 
do it at all, and if that’s 
science fiction and action, 
I’d rather do that than so 
many other genres. So I’m 
good. 

It doesn’t mean that 
I can’t do and haven’t 
done things outside of it; 
it’s just where fans want 
to see me right now. You 
give them what they 
want, you know?

You may be finding that you or 
your friends are increasingly 
entering into working rela¬ 
tionships where you’re an “in¬ 
dependent contractor” rather 
than an employee. 

Why? Employers often pre¬ 
fer hiring independent con¬ 


tractors for the cost savings. 
Contractors do not receive 
benefit packages, pensions or 
other perquisites provided to 
employees. They do not have 
entitlements to basic employ¬ 
ment rights such as minimum 
wage, overtime pay, health and 
safety protections, job-protect¬ 
ed leaves and human rights 
protections. 

On the other hand, con¬ 
tractors benefit from a big (tax) 
advantage, in that they can 
deduct reasonable business ex¬ 
penses at tax time. 

Despite potential benefits, 
there are significant drawbacks 
if a contractor is truly an em¬ 
ployee, including unpaid taxes 
(for both the employer and the

What determines whether 
you are an employee or an in¬ 
dependent contractor is the 
nature of the relationship; in 
other words, how your work is 


actually performed. Therefore, 
even if you sign a contract that 
says you’re an independent 
contractor, you may still have 
rights and obligations as an em¬ 
ployee. 

As the final determination 
depends on the individual facts 
and circumstances of each ar¬ 
rangement, remember that old 
saying about the duck: if you 
act like an employee and are 


treated like an employee (in 
all but receiving the benefits/ 
protections of an employee), 
you’re likely an employee, not¬ 
withstanding intentions to the 
contraiy.

In a bit of a pickle... 



Once again the aroma of hot 
vinegar and pickling spices 
is wafting through Canadian 
kitchens, and colourful jars 
of pickled vegetables and 
sauces are lining countertops. 
It seems the “lost art” of pick¬ 
ling is not lost at all. 

Janet Nezon realized it last 
year when her Introduction 
to Home Canning seminars 
in Toronto attracted 570 regis¬ 
trants. When Toronto’s Cook¬ 
book Store held a class last 
fall on fermentation, people 
came all the way from Ro¬ 
chester, N.Y., says store man¬ 
ager Alison Fiyer. 

This resurgence of interest 
in a cooking practice earlier 
generations did out of neces¬ 
sity is blossoming among 
mainly women in their 20s 
and 30s. 

“The vast majority (of sem¬ 
inar attendees) were new to 
canning and pickling,” says 
Nezon of Thornhill, Ont., 
owner of Rainbow Plate, a 
company she started to edu¬ 
cate children and adults about 
healthy eating. 

“They know they’re not 
reinventing the wheel,” Fiyer 
says. “These are ancient arts. 
But it seems to be the young¬ 
er generation who are inter¬ 
ested.” 


Tradition is likely one fac¬ 
tor in the rejuvenation, says 
Nezon, a daughter and grand¬ 
daughter of picklers. 

Pickled Carrots With Oreg¬ 
ano and Peppers are a favour¬ 
ite of Nezon’s family. 

Because the carrots are 
raw, she advises letting them 
sit for a week or so before tiy- 
ing the carrots to let them ab¬ 
sorb the flavour. 

She also says the finished 
jars are “gorgeous.” 

1. Place two 500-ml (2-cup) 
jars (minus lids) in hot water 
in canner and place lids in 
simmering water on the stove. 
(It’s not necessary to sterilize 


the jars.) 

2. In a bowl, combine oreg¬ 
ano, sweet peppers and hot 
pepper flakes. 

3. Remove hot jars from can¬ 
ner and divide pepper mix¬ 
ture between them. 

4. Add 1 clove garlic to each 
jar and fill each with half the 
carrots, leaving a little more 
than 1 cm (1/2 inch) head- 
space. Pack carrots tightly. 

5. Meanwhile, in a small 
saucepan, combine vinegar, 
water, sugar and salt and 
bring to a boil. 


Ingredients 


• 45 ml (3 tbsp) finely chopped 
fresh oregano or 15 ml (l tbsp) 
dried 

• 30 ml (2 tbsp) each chopped 
sweet red and green pepper 

• 1 ml (1/4 tsp) hot pepper 
flakes 

• 2 small cloves garlic 

• 500 g (l lb) carrots, washed 
and peeled if necessary and 
cut into quarters or whatever 
shape you prefer 

• 375 ml (l 1/2 cups) white 
vinegar 

• 75 ml (1/3 cup) water 

• 125 ml (1/2 cup) granulated 
sugar 

• 5 ml (l tsp) pickling salt 


6 . Pour hot liquid over car¬ 
rots, making sure to cover 
them but leaving 1 cm (1/2 
inch) of headspace between 
liquid and rim. 

7. Process jars in a boiling 
water canner for 15 minutes 
for 500-ml (2-cup) jars, the Can¬

Side. Janet’s Fermented 
Kosher Dill Pickles 


1. Wash two 1.5-litre (6-cup) 
mason jars in hot soapy water. 

2. In saucepan, bring water to 
a boil and stir in pickling salt 
until dissolved. Let brine cool. 

3. Scrub cucumbers and slice 
veiy thin piece off blossom end 
of each one. 

4. Put 2 sprigs of dill, few pieces 
of garlic and 15 ml (1 tbsp) pick¬ 
ling spice in each jar. 

5. Pack cucumbers vertically 
into jars, filling halfway. Add 
another dill sprig and more 
garlic. Pack remaining cucum¬ 
bers to fill jars tightly, ensur¬ 
ing all cucumbers are below 
the “neck” of the jar. Tuck in 
the last bit of dill and garlic be¬ 
tween cucumbers. 

6 . Fill jars with brine, ensur¬ 
ing cucumbers are completely 
covered. 

7. Cover jars loosely with 
cheesecloth and secure with 
elastic band if necessaiy. Store 
in a cool dark place for 1 week. 
Check jars eveiy day to ensure 
cucumbers remain submerged 
and top with additional brine 
as necessaiy. If scum or foam 
develops on surface, skim it off 
and discard. 



8. After 4 days, taste a pickle 
and decide if they’re ready or if 
you want them fermented long¬ 
er. “Half sours” usually take 3 to 
4 days, while “full sours” take 5 
to 7 days. To stop pickling pro¬ 
cess, cover jars with a lid and 
place in the refrigerator, janet

A new name and a slew of 
techno enhancements are the 
first clues that Infiniti’s Q50 
sedan is something special. 

But with nearly eveiy mem¬ 
ber of Nissan’s upscale division 
switching to new alphanumer¬ 
ic identification along with, in 
most cases, reconfigured sheet- 
metal, it isn’t the only interest¬ 
ing car on Infiniti’s plate for 
2014. Although it was thought 
that the Q50 would replace the 
G37, the sedan version will re¬ 
main in the United States as an 
entry model for a couple more 
seasons. As of press time, it’s 
unclear whether Canada will 
follow suit. 

Since the Q50 and G37 
share the same basic dimen¬

Car culture doesn’t have 
spring and fall collections like 
we see in the fashion world. 
But that won’t stop us from 
looking at some auto trends 
that have been percolating re¬ 
cently as we start the slide into 
autumn. 

All three of the following 
trends and stoiy lines added 
major plot developments this 
past week. 

Luxury in every niche 

Jaguar released a teaser image 
last week of its forthcoming 
C-X17 Concept, which will be 
unveiled at next week’s auto 
show in Frankfurt. It’s a tail- 
wagon or SUV thing! Jaguar 
was one of the few luxuiy 
brands left that hadn’t gone 
over to the SUV dark side. 
Even Maserati is in the game 
now, with the Cherolcee-based 
Kubang. But no sense beating 
your head against the wall; 
eveiyone else has already 
proven that there is money 
in those hills. Luxuiy brands 
used to exclusively make big 
sedans and big coupes. Now 
we have luxuiy contenders 
in eveiy passenger car and 
crossover configuration, and 
in eveiy size categoiy, from 
compact to super size. For the 
record, Jaguar said the C-X17 
was created to debut Jaguar’s 
new modular aluminum 
architecture, and will illus¬ 
trate “the diversity of vehicles 
that could be produced using 
this architecture.” 

Self driving cars 

Nissan announced last week 
it will be ready with com¬ 
mercially viable “Autonomous 
Drive” in multiple vehicles 
by the year 2020. Lots of 
automakers are working on 
self-driving cars, but Nissan is 


the first to give us an actual 
completion date. Of course, 
a “commercially viable” self¬ 
driving vehicle in 2020 might 
be a moot point, if jurisdic¬ 
tions around the world don’t 
want to, or aren’t ready with 
the right infrastructure to, 
give the green light to this 
kind of ground-shaking 
change in the personal trans¬ 
portation world. Not long ago 
autonomous drive felt like a 
technology that was going to 
be in indefinite development; 
now it feels like the technol¬ 
ogy will not be denied. 

Dealerships for millenniums 

We spoke recently about 
how the particular wants 
and needs of the millennium 
demographic are influencing 
vehicle design, but the impact 
of these 16 to 32 old buyers 
will also be driving change 
at the dealership. A recent 
and major study released last 
week by AutoTrader.com, 
revealed that millenniums 
actually like kicking tires 
and talking to salespeople at 
a dealership even more than 
their baby boomer parents. 
But the kicker is that the 
experience goes down hill 
so much faster for them the 
second the salespeople get 
into any tactics, are less than 
forthright, and/or don’t give 
them the time and space they 
need to make the right deci¬ 
sion. Millenniums strongly 
prefer a salesperson close to 
their own age that adopts a 
consultative approach, much 
like what they see in an 
Apple Store. 

Final fashion tip 

Okay now back to fall 
fashion for a moment: Those 
of you still wearing white 
after Labour Day — more 
power to you. It’s not a 
fashion hill I am prepared 
to die on, but for solidarity, 

I will continue with the 
white underwear.

“The two-speed system 
isn’t just about four-wheel 
drive, but a more off-road 
experience,” says Peter Fr- 
antzeslcalcis, vehicle engin¬ 
eering manager for Ford’s 
F-Series pickup trucks.

Tips 


• Know your system. 

There are different types 
of AWD and 4WD, and 
auto manufacturers some¬ 
times use whichever term 
they prefer, so be sure you 
know what type of system 
you have. 

• Tread choice. Off-road 
ability also depends on 
the tires, and you need 
tires with aggressive tread 
if you're planning on trav¬ 
elling over very difficult 
terrain. 

• Neutral notice. Most 
vehicles require you to 
be stopped and in neutral 
before you can shift into 
4Low. 


gressive situation, like real¬ 
ly deep snow or mud, you 
can engage the 4Low to help 
you crawl out.” 

A truck so equipped will 
have a dial or lever that 
gives you 2WD (two-wheel 
drive), 4High, and 4Low. 
Depending on the model, it 
may also have 4Auto. 

In 2WD, it operates only 
the rear wheels. In the 4WD 
settings, it engages the 
transfer case, which is the 
unit that transfers power to 
the front wheels as well. 

In 4High, all four wheels 



receive power at the same 
rate as they would in 2WD. 

This is usually sufficient 
for most off-road applica¬ 
tions, but there are times 
when you need even more 
grunt, and that’s the job of 
the 4Low setting. 

“This is a low gear that 
the transfer case offers,” 
Frantzeskakis says. “This 
gives more multiplication 


of the torque that’s avail¬ 
able.” 

Simply put, when the 
vehicle is in 4Low, the turn¬ 
ing power to the wheels is 
increased — in Ford’s case, 
by 2.64 times — to help the 
truck dig in and get you out 
of any tough going. 

You’re basically exchan¬ 
ging speed for power, so 
you can only travel at slow¬ 


er speeds in 4Low. 

The 4High and 4Low set¬ 
tings should only be used 
on gravel, mud or deep 
snow, not on dry roads. 

The transfer case turns 
all four wheels at the same 
speed, and while they 
can slide a little on loose 
surfaces, the system can 
bind on dry surfaces, which 
can cause the truck to 


“hop” when you turn, or 
potentially even damage 
the four-wheel system. 

Vehicles with a 4Auto 
setting have a transfer case 
that can adjust power to 
each axle, so these can be 
driven in four-wheel on 
firm pavement. Cars and 
SUVs with all-wheel drive, 
or AWD, can also be driven 
on all surfaces.
